A farm er of wide experience and 
observation, eager to be of some help 
to other©, says: 
“ For yeurs I bay© 
read farm journals, far omit©’ bulletin* 
aud everything from which I could 
I lop© to leura something that would 
be of help. 
I am now’ very glad that 
I did so, as It w as very necessary for 
me to economize this year in every­ 
way, especially In feed. 
“I had little stock to feed and less 
lo feed It on. I had no corn a lid there 
was very little for sale In the country, 
which made the question of getting 
my few hogs in condition for meat a 
very serious one. 
Figuring, as all of 
the journals and bulletins do, ten 
bushels of com for each IOO pounds of 
pork, It would require the purchase of 
sixty bushels of corn for IOO pounds 
gain on each hog. 
“This would mean the spending of 
$30 to $40. I did riot have this money, 
neither did I have a way of getting it. 
but I managed to get fourteen and one- 
half bushels of corn from a neighbor. 
I fed this corn to forty chickens and 
six hogs. 
Five of the hogs were 
shotes weighing about fifty pounds 
each. 
Along with this corn I fed 
sugar beets, w inter radishes, carrots, 
parsnips, tom atoes and scrap© from 
the table, dish wafer, a small quantity 
of ship stuff and wheat bran.

“I have found the three latter vegeta- 
fah!es the easier produced—that is. can 
be KT v a more abundantly on tnipro 
vtsed land, and h requires fairly good 
sol! for the raising of squashes and 
pumpkins. 
In past je a rs I have pre­ 
pared a few hills, making them rDh 
with manure ai*d planting t!>© ©.^ed 
from May 20 to June I.

dry st-aeon came I watered these hills 
• f rer sunset and had good results

Halves of Counties Were Laid Waste, 
Towns Destroyed and Plantations 
Greatly Damaged—Reports of Cas­ 
ualties Coming In From Every Sec­ 
tion. 


Memphis, Term., Oct. 16.—With the 
known death list already reaching a 
total of thirty-seven lives, and with 
thirteen others reported 
dead. wi‘h 
scores seriously Injured and many oth­ 
ers painfully bruised and scarred, and 
with the property damage running into 
a million dollars or more, the havoc 
and destruction of the storm, which 
swept middle and west Tennessee, Ala­ 
bama. Georgia and portions of Arkan­ 
sas and South Carolina early Friday 
morning, grows hourly as reports are 
received from remote points and as 
wire communication is gradually re­ 
sumed to a normal condition. 
The storm was the worst that has 
visited this section of the south in 
years. 
Halves of counties were laid 
waste, towns were destroyed, planta­ 
tions were greatly damaged, and from 
all sections of the storm swept area 
come reports of loss of life. 
Apparently the storm 
broke over 
middle and west Tennessee and pro­ 
ceeded In a southeasterly 
direction 
across the state 
into Alabama and 
Georgia, assuming the proportions of 
a West Indian hurricane as It swept 
along, leaving desolation and ruin be­ 
hind. 
While only one death occurred at 
IVnmark. Tenn., the horrors of the 
term there were greatly heightened 
fjy the fire which started amid the 
I ains and debris of what was once a 
nourishing little town in middle Ten­ 
nessee. 
The dames, unquenched by 
the heavy downpour of rain and hail, 
rapidly consumed what few dwellings 
and storehouses were left standing. 
and a scene of desolation Is presented. 
Two 
hundred people were rendered 
homeless and have appealed to neigh- 
lioring towns and cities for immediate 
aid. 
Reports of five deaths and heavy 
damage come from McNally county, 
where is located the famous battlefield 
of Shiloh, and which was directly in 
the path of the storm. 
Homes and 
stores we re levelled to the ground and 
great trees in the historical national 
cemetery were uprooted. 
Many handsome and imposing stat­ 
ues in the national park were torn 
from the pedestals and the property 
damage is estimated at $100,000. It is 
impossible to confirm the reports that 
thirteen lives have been lost at Stan­ 
tonville. 
At Russelville, Ala, it Is reported 
that forty inhabitants were seriously 
Injured. 
A property damage of at least $50,- 
*00 is estimated st Cartersville Ga., 
while that a: Atlanta will run between 
$80,000 and $100,cm»o.

New York, Oct. 16.—An order was 
signed by Judge Lacombe, of the Unit- 
ed States circuit court, adopting the j 
decree of foreclosure and sale of th e , 
property of the McCall Power com­ 
pany, issued by the circuit court In 
the eastern district of Pennsylvania on 
Oct. 12. Foreclosure proceedings were 
brought by the Knickerbocker Trust 
company, of this city, as the trustee* 
of the first mortgage bonds issued, ag-; 
gregating $10,000,000. 
The decree provides /o r the sale 
of the power company's property In 
front of the county court house in Lan­ 
caster. Pa., on a date to be fixed by 
the special master appointed to con­ 
duct the sale.

hour conference with his attorney, in 
timating that Edward N. Barrill, the 
guide who accompanied him. had per 
uied himself In his recent affidavit for 
a consideration offered by his detrac­ 
tors. 
To disprove Barrill’s statements, he 
further announced that he had taken 
preliminary steps to organize an ex 
pedition to ascend Mount McKinley, 
there to procure the records which he 
says he left there after his ascent. | 
He has requested Anthony Fiala, the 
Arctic explorer, to head the expedi 
tion, and has asked Professor H. C 
Parker, of Columbia university, to ac­ 
company Fiala. Telegrams were sent 
to both Fiala and Parker.

Much Good Can Bo Done by Grading

On every farm where there la a mile 
or more of road, unless It has been 
made {termanent by grading properly 
and macadamized or graveled, there 
ought to be a road drag. W ith such a 
tool at baud any farm er can with lit­ 
tle time aud trouble keep his farm 
roads In perfect condition. 
Having a large farm and over two 
miles of roadway, I have found a 
homemade drag to be a most useful 
Implement. 
Of course we can get 
along with poor roads on the farm, 
but lf we are the sort of farm ers w ho 
take pride in baring things in the best 
shape we will certainly take pleasure 
In keeping our farm roads In good coo 
dltiou. 
And I may add that it takes 
so little tim e and trouble to run over

a mile or two of road when the team 
is already hitched to the drag that I 
usually go through the outside gate 
and work up and down the public road 
in trout of the farm when I drag the 
farm roads.

Mine la of the red split log ty p e 
I made it of a ten foot section of a 
twelve inch hickory log, split in th* 
middle, and on the front cutting edge 
us lied some heavy sheet iron. It work- 
about as wed as the metal ones, soul* 
of wbk h I see occasionally. 
I don’t think it took me two hou.. 
to make my drag, though I did not 
make it strictly according to the reg 
alation method as I have seen dr a r 
Illustrated in farm papers. All of tbo« 
seemed to have the two section* of Iou 
put together by having three lur* 
augur holes bored through them ar* 
round wooden bars about two in* Ii** 
in diam eter put through to boid tk**i 
parallel and rigid.

made them. 
Moreover, on many farm s there an 
wet places In the roads that cannot 
well be worked to advantage In wintei 
and spring. 
If these are graded u( 
and drained lo the fall they wit! n< 
doubt stay good all the time. 
There is another use I have seen the 
drag pot to that on some farm s wil 
coms in very handy. 
Quite a good 
many cattle owners find It expedicnr 
to pen op their cattle at night in sum 
mer. As a rule, no straw or other U*d 
ding la throw n over tb s lot, and th** 
manure rem ains on the ground am' 
dries oat and on sloping ground is of 
ten all washed away. 
I find that lf I 
run the road drag over the cowpc 
occasionally I can scrape up Severn' 
loads of the best kind of m anure thai 
la well w orth collecting and hauling 
out to thin spots on the farm . 
I say with emphasis there is no amal! 
Job th at a farm owner can more profit 
ably devote a few hours to when he 
has some leisure tim e after the pre** 
of farm work Is over than construct!));

CO-OPERATION GROWS 


Practical Work of the Grange 
Along This Line. 


Som e F acts and F igu re s T aken From 


R eports of Co-operative E n te rp rise s 
In 
Se vsral 
N ew 
E n glan d 
States. 


M oney Saved to M em bers. 


The New England Homestead re­ 
marks that the strong vehicle of co­ 
operation is the grange. 
Maine and 
Vermont 
have many 
local granges 
with grange stores. 
There is a large 
aiuouut 
of 
co-operative 
buying 
of 
grains, fertilizers, etc., in carload lots 
apart from these grange stores. 
The 
famous grange co-operative enterprise 
at Houlton, Me., has been before com­ 
mented upon in these columns. 
The last report available from this 
store covers the period of l>ec. IO, 1008, 
la June IO. 19U9. and figures are as fol­ 
lows: Flour sold. $10,023; sugar, $4,005; 
grass seed, $11,300. A sum m ary of the 
work thus far this year shows a busi­ 
ness of $104,074. The running expense 
for the same period has l>een^$3,000. 
Speaking a tx ait Connecticut condi­ 
tion*. S .ate M aster Hadley says that 
much is l>eing doue in the way of as­ 
sociated effort. 
About a year ago a 
J‘at rous’ co-operative association was 
formed, and many dollars have been 
saved members. 
Concerning the situation in Maine, 
State M aster Stetson says: 
“In co­ 
operative stores there are six that I 
know of which will do a business of 
$25o.oon this year. 
It Is probable that 
the stores of w hich I am not informed 
and the granges which buy In carload 
led* will am ouut to as much more.” 
[.ast year M assachusetts state grange 
formed a strong I’m Tons’ co-operative 
association, which is a society inecR- 
|K>rated under the laws of M assachu­ 
setts. with a capital stock of $25,000. 
Since Jan. I the association has made 
sales of IOO cars of grain, 15 cars of 
th»ur and 705 tons of fertilizing ma- 
teri ii. has paid for grain $58,000, for 
flour $18,000. for fertilizer $25,000, for 
various other products a total of Rev­ 
el ii thousand dollars more. 
On this 
bilkis it is figured that $3,000 to $1,000 
vas saved 
members on 
fertilizers. 
$3,000 ou flour and $4,000 on grain. 
Still further, lr has been a saving to 
the farm ers in general, inasmuch as 
the regular trade has cut profits and 
prices som ewhat to meet the prices of 
the co-operative association. 
Now tx *re In the country is grange 
fire insurance developed more strongly 
or satisfactorily thau in New Eng 
laud. 
The state granges of Maine. 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachu­ 
setts, Rhode Island and Connecticut all 
have fire ln*mranee companies. 
Aug. 
I of this year the M assachusetts state 
grange had outstanding insurance of 
more than $3,058,371. Commenting on 
th i>. E. D 
Howe, secretary of the 
company, say*. “ Fully 95 per cent of 
this amount is on property of La 
trons ” 
The surprising total of $20,000,000 In 
risks is what State M aster Stetson re­ 
ports from Maine. Ile says: “We have 
three fire insurance companies carry­ 
ing risk** approxim ating $20.000000. 
The present year’s assessm ent of the 
company doing the largest business In 
the state will be $1.50 per $1,000 of in­ 
surance. 
in addition to this work the 
Maine state grange built and takes 
care of a cottage at Goodwill Farm, 
which provides a home for fifteen 
homeless girls. 
At this time we are 
collecting money from the granges to 
establish a perm anent scholarship fund 
for one pupil.” 
Of New Ham pshire State Master 
Hadley writes: “Our state grange has 
u«'t done a great deal iu late years by 
way of co-operation only in fire and 
life insurance. Our fire insurance com­ 
pany has succeeded for eighteen years 
or more and is now carrying about $0.- 
OOO.OOn w orth of fire risks. 
The rate 
is I per cent for three years.” 
The grange in Rhode Island is turn­ 
ing the co-o|>eratire wheel. State Mas­ 
ter Ma reliant has the following to 
say: “While we have uever attem pted 
any co-operative stores In Rhode Is 
land. our members hare saved many 
dollars from the fam iliar trade can! 
system. 
Co-oj»eration in the purchase 
of fertilizers has not been as general 
as could be wished, but tfle granges 
located on the island of Rhode Island 
have for years had their fertilizers 
(approximated several hundred tons 
annually) mixed at the factory under 
direction of the granges. 
Thus came 
a saving of several dollars a ton as 
compared with the commercial price. 
Probably the greatest financial co-op­ 
erative benefit has been derived from 
insurance. 
Our fire relief association 
started business In 1901, and the rate 
of premium charged has been about 
one-half th at charged by stock com­ 
panies on farm property. 
Our compa­ 
ny is carrying more than $100,000 in 
risks, has paid all losses promptly and 
has a balance of $5,000 in the treas­ 
ury.”

In most states the law as to fences 
requires a railroad to provide Its right 
of way with a fence of the kind which 
the farm er has or may w ant to erect 
adjacent thereto.

landow ner wishes to fence hog tight 
a tract of laud bordering on the right 
of way, the railroad would have to 
erect a fence of this description on the 
line bordering such tract. 


Some Ingenious poultrym an has late­ 
ly devised a louse proof henroost, the 
bose of the iron castings at either end 
of the roost resting In a receptacle 
containing a strong disinfecting fluid. 
This would seem to be effective enough 
In preventing lice and vermin from 
craw ling up the roosts to the hens, 
but would hardly serve to keep them 
from crawling from the hens on to 
the roosts and thus being spread.
